Time and labo r are sav ed, mo re 
milk is o btained, herd pro fits are increased, and 
the dringer o f mastitis is lessened. The new metho d 
can I h; u sed o n herds o f any size, whether macliine 
o r hand-milked. 
To prepare y o u r co ws fo r a q u ick letdo wn o f 
milk, first massage the u dder v igo ro u sly fo r 20 
seco nds with a v ery warm clo th (130° F.)f wru ng 
o u t o f a chlo rine (2,50 parts per millio n) so lu tio n. 
Seco nd, draw tw’o o r three stream s fro m each 
q u arter into a strip cu p—which remo v es milk o f 
high bacterial co u nt and perm its inspectio n fo r 
abno rmal milk indicating mastitis. These tw-o 
steps stim u late the co w’s milk glands and cau se 
her to let do wn in abo u t 40 seco nds. Milking 
sho u ld be started within a m inu te after u dder 
massage and finished within fo u r minu tes, inclu d­ 
ing brief stripping either by hand o r machine. It 
is go o d practice to sterilize teat cu ps in a chlo rine 
so lu tio n after each co w is milked. 
M o st co ws respo nd to this co rrect milking m eth­ 
o d. Giv ing heifers an o ccasio nal u dder massage 
befo re they freshen helps dev elo p them into fast 
milkers. In the case o f co ws no t prev io u sly t rained 
fo r fast milking, mo st o f them wall respo nd to 
faster milking if milking tim e is sho rtened gradu ­ 
ally to fro m three to fo u r minu tes.

MINERAL SUPPLEMENT FOR WINTER FEEDING CATTLE 
It has long been known that minerals are necessary for the 
health of animals and even for life itself. Those minerals most 
_____________ 
likely to be lacking in winter feeds 
are calcium or lime, phosphorus, 
and common salt. 
Many of the 
roughages fed to cattle may be short 
in minerals or grown on soils of low 
fertility . When cattle are fed such 
feeds, they must be supplied with 
a mineral supplement containing 
salt, lime and phosphorus. Also 
valuable in this mineral supple­ 
ment are small quantities of other 
so-called "trace elements” such as 
cobalt, iron, manganese, copper 
and iodine. Although only small 
amounts of these latter minerals 
are needed, each play s a part in 
building a strong, healthy animal.

To prepare your cows for a quick letdown of 
milk, first massage the udder vigorously for 20 
seconds with a very warm cloth (130° F.), wrung 
out of a chlorine (250 parts per million) solution. 
Second, draw two or three streams from each 
quarter into a strip cup—whic h removes milk of 
high bacterial count and permits inspection for 
abnormal milk indicating mastitis. These two 
steps stimulate the cow’s milk glands and cause 
her to let down in about 40 seconds. Milking 
should be started within a minute after udder 
massage and finished within four minutes, includ­ 
ing brief stripping either by hand or machine. It 
is good practice to sterilize teat cups in a chlorine 
solution after each cow is milked. 
Most cows respond to this correct milking meth­ 
od. Giving heifers an occasional udder massage 
before they freshen helps develop them into fast 
milkers. In the case of cows not previously tr lined 
for fast milking, most of them will respond to 
faster milking if milking time is shortened gradu­ 
ally to from three to four minutes. 
An excellent illustrated circular which gives full 
details on thii method of milking may he obtained 
from the University of Wisconsin, Madison, Wis­ 
consin.

MINERAL SUPPLEMENT FOR WINTER FEEDING CUTTLE 
It ha# long btxm known that minerals are necessary for the 
health of animals and even for life itself. Those minerals most 
likely to be lacking in winter feeds 
are calcium or lime, phosphorus, 
and common salt. Many of the 
roughages fed to cattle may be short 
in minerals or grown on soils of low 
fertility. When cattle are fed such 
feeds, they must be supplied with 
a mineral supplement containing 
salt, lime and phosphorus. Also 
valuable in this mineral supple­ 
ment are small quantities of other 
so-called "trace elements" such as 
cobalt, iron, manganese, copper 
and iodine. Although only small 
amounts of these latter mineral# 
are needed, each plays a part in 
building a strong, healthy ajnimal.

IT IS no secret th a t many thou ­ 
sands of soldiers and sailors in 
the past three years have become 
acu tely ill of rheu m atic fever and, 
of cou rse, there are many more 
persons in the civilian popu lation 
who su ffer Irom this disorder.

Preventative Measu re® 
W hat, then, can be done to pre­ 
vent rheu m atic fever in the first 
place? First, it has been recently 
fou nd th at giving the su lfonamide 
dru gs may be helpfu l. There are 
stu dies to indicate th a t the nu m­ 
ber of cases of streptococcic in­ 
fection of the nose and throat is 
redu ced when the su lfonam ide 
dru gs are given to prevent them. 
Dr. Bu nn also su ggests th a t rheu ­ 
m atic fever be made a reportable 
disease. 
Then, if a nu m ber of eases 
shou ld occu r in any area, all those 


closely exposed to the Infection 
m ight be given the su lfonamide 
preparations u nder the direction® 
of th® doctor to keep an attack of 
rheu m atic fever from developing. 
Fu rtherm ore, once a person de­ 
velops su ch a sore throat du e to 
streptococcu s germ s, he shou ld be 
examined freq u ently by the doc­ 
tor following the infection so that 
shou ld rheu matic fever develop it 
may be prom ptly discovered and 
treated. 
There is a tendency for rheu ­ 
matic fever to recu r. Persons who 
have had one attack m ight be pro­ 
tected against fu tu re attacks by 
giving them the su lfonamidedru g® 
daily except du ring Ju ly and Au ­ 
gu st, according to Dr. Bu nn. There 
have been few reactions to the su l­ 
fonamide dru gs given in this way. 
U nfortu nately.no cu re for rheu ­ 
m atic fever has been fou nd u p to 
this time. Of cou rse, rest in bed, a 
well-balanced diet and the u se of 
the salicylates are some of the 
things that are helpfu l. Patients 
with rheu matic fever seem to get 
along mu ch better in a warm cli­ 
mate.

The Use of Sulfonamide 
Drugs in Rheumatic Fever

Furthermore, once a person de­ 
velops aitch a tore throat due to 
streptococcus germs, he should be 
examined frequently by the doc­ 
tor following the infection to that 
should rheumatic fever develop it 
may be promptly discovered and 
treated. 
There it a tendency for rheu­ 
matic fever to recur. Persona who 
have had one attack might be pro­ 
tected against future attacks by 
giving them the sulfonamide drugs 
daily except during July and Au­ 
gust, according to Dr. Bunn. There 
have been few reactions to the sul­ 
fonamide drugs given in this way. 
Unfortunately, no cure for rheu­ 
matic fever hat been found up to 
this time. Of course, rest in bed, a 
well-balanced diet and the use of 
the salicylates are some of the 
things that are helpful. Patients 
with rheumatic fever seem to get 
along much better in a warm cli­ 
mate. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
K. L. R .: After I reached the 
age of forty-ftve, I developed scaly 
patches on my knees. 
Answer: Scaly patches on the 
knees might be due to a condition 
known as psoriasis.

IT IS no secret that many thou­ 
sands of soldiers and Bailors in 
the past three years have become 
acutely ill of rheumatic fever and, 
of course, there are many more 
persons in the civilian population 
who suffer from this disorder. 
In fact, according to Dr. Wil­ 
liam H. Bunn of Ohio, it is esti­ 
mated that there are about 400,000 
to 500,000 cases of rheumatic heart 
disease in the United States at the 
present time. Obviously, then, there 
is great need that everything pos­ 
sible be done to prevent and relieve 
this disorder. 
Cause Unknown 
The exact cause of rheumatic 
fever is still not known. Probably 
it is due to infection with a virus, 
that is, an organism so small 
that it can pass through the open­ 
ings of a porcelain filter. It also 
seems certain that infections of 
the nose and throat with strepto­ 
coccus germs of a certain type 
known as hemolytic streptococci 
precedes the actual onset of an at­ 
tack of rheumatic fever by several 
days or longer. 
It is thought that, perhaps, 
crowding together of large group* 
of people may be a factor in th* 
spread of the disc ase. Heredity ap­ 
parently does not play much of a 
part since it was found that in 
rno^e than two-thirds of the sol­ 
diers and sailors who developed 
the disease there was no history of 
the disorder in the families. 
Preventative Measure* 
What, then, can be done to pre­ 
vent rheumatic fever in the first 
place? First, it has been recently 
found that giving the sulfonamide 
drugs may be helpful. There ar* 
studies to indicate that the num­ 
ber of cases of streptococcic in­ 
fection of the nose and throat is 
reduced when the sulfonamide 
drugs are given to prevent them. 
Dr. Bunn also suggests that rheu­ 
matic fever be made a reportable 
disease.
